CHURCH APPEAL, 


Every nation should welcome its children, 
and nations that ceased to do that would 
soon pass away from the pages of history, 
said the Rev. Patrick Gannon, 8.J., who 
preached yesterday in the Church of St.

A steady tone was shown at the opening of 
the Stock market to-day. The absence of 
pressure on set-backs is regarded as being 
e1icouraging, but the immediate outlook is 
somewhat clouded, many commission houses 
holding the belief that the action of the com- 
modity markets, particularly wheat, will be 
the most important factor in determining the 
future trend of the Stock market.

New Use for Dickens. 


Charles Dickens, they say, might not 


even find a publisher if he were alive now. 


_ Yet 1 have just heard him extolled as a 


worry-banisher—a use that is specially 
applicable in these days .of depression. 
A man who suffered severely from ‘the 
blues’’ told me that he found no such 
sedative as Dickens. Much depends, of 
course, on the individual: but a doctor 
confirmed the view of my worried friend. 
“A really worried man,” the doctor said, 
~ cannot, as a rule, follow a story at all. 
His worries break in upon him. With 
Dickens the case is different, because most 
people have read him in their young days, 
To re-read is not so much to follow the 
story as to renew acquaintance with old 
friends. I am certainly of opinion that 
people with ‘something on their minds’ 
will find it very soothing to re-read old 


stories—far more soothing; indeed, than. 


an effort to follow the plot of a new one.” 
I pass the suggestion on for what it may 
be worth. 


Gaking to Drink. 


My medical friend told me. by the way, 
that he takes a different view on the 
subject of people taking to drink from that 
of most members of his profession. ‘‘ It is 
customary,’’ he said, ‘‘to attribute a 
man’s downfall to his having taken to 
drink. I think, however, that ‘the 
drink’ is an effect rather than a cause. 
A man has something to worry him, and 
he flies to drink as a refuge. My ex- 
perience is that very few men drink to 
excess, except in order to get away from 
themselves.” If people who feel inclined 
to seek the alcohol-refuge would take a 
long walk, the doctor said, their worries 
would grow less manifest. The open air 
has healing and encouraging properties. 
Something like the same view was ex- 
pressed to me by a man who went through 
the War. “ We often had the blues when 
we awoke in a stuffy dug-out before 


dawn,’ he said, “but one whiff of fresh 
‘air drove them away.” 


Ghe Cow Standard. 


It is a commonplace that the Latin 
word for money is derived from that for 
cattle, but only careful readers of history 
are aware that the system of ‘‘ cattle- 
money ” continued in vogue in Ireland 
long after coined money came into use, 
and, in fact, survived until comparatively

Starlings. 


‘Some naturalists who are close observers 
of the habits and characteristics of Irish 
birds believe that with every breeding 
season there is but a very small increase 
in the number of.any particular species. 
The starling, however,. seems to be a 
notable exception. Anyone who rambles 
in these davs through the recently-mown 
harvest fields may. notice the vivacious 
birds, who can accommodate themselves as 
readily toan urban astoarurallife. They 
have glorious feasting times now in devour- 
ing the ripe grains of wheat that have 
fallen from the “- heads.” As they help 
themselves generously to these tasty 
morsels, it is interesting to listen to the 
diversity of sounds, sometimes plaintive. 
sometimes joyous, that they utter. The 
male birds, with a touch of peacock pride 
in their rich breast plumage, are real 
artists in tricks of mimicry. When sur- 
feited with their plenitude of pickings 
they like to betake themselves to a neigh- 
bouring tree and indulge their talent for 
mimicry. The imitations. are not gener- 
ally of songsters, but of birds which differ 
go much in vocal qualities as the jackdaw 
and the plover. They are able to repro- 
duce the familiar notes of the plover with 
surprising correctness. 


Hot Water by the Clock. 


The inventor must have a pretty clear 
idea of what people want. Yet who would 
have thought that he would have remem- 
bered the man who takes his glass of hot 
water first thing in the morning? Á new 
alarm clock, of which I saw a report 
yesterday, heats a glass of water. before 
alarming the sleeper, and switches on a 
light when the bell rings. “Thus it puts 
an end to thos» freg#zied graspings to 
silence or discover the whereabouts of 
the tormentor with which the old Ameri- 
can cinema comedians used to begin their 
performance. The clock in this new 
invention is attached to a cabinet contain- 
ing a small boiler, which, ten minutes 
before the alarm goes off, is heated by 
electricity. As the watér..boils, a. half- 
pint of it is forced by some ingenious 
system through an outlet pipe into a 
glass, and the transference of weight 
causes the alarm to go off and the light to 
go on. The sleeper awakens to find his 
glass of hot water ready for him.

RETURN OF FELIX THE CAT. 
e may mention in passing the attempted 
\ cduee tae of Felix a irt time ago, 
evidently prompted by the success of Mickey. 
H was rather a pathetic affair; for, although 
he was equipped with sound-effects and with 
many of the tricks of his younger rival, Felix 
was only the shadow of his former self. 

Apart from a more daring and fantastic 
treatment, Disney «really scores over the 
creator of Felix his use of sound. The 
coming of the talkies brought many changes, 
but in the matter of animated drawings it 
opened up an altogether new field. Disney 
has made ‘the fullest and most  intelh- 
gent use of the new medium: the 
public likes him because he is entertaining, 
but he is praised by the critics because he 
has achieved an almost perfect union between 
sound and movement, It has even been said 
that Disney is the only man who has yet 
grasped the ssibilities of sound in the 
cinema, and that he is proceeding on lines 
which the talking film will ultimately follow 
as it develops into a separate art. 

It is rather odd that so frivolous a figure 
as Mickey Mouse should be acclaimed in this 
way, and that he should be learnedly dis- 
cussed as the foundation of a new film tech- 
nique. Disney himself has never indicated, 
so far as I can remember, that he had any 
definite theory at the back of his mind when 
ho created him.

I trust that we are not to conclude from 
all this that a most important report, dealing 
with the present disturbing condition of 
public morals, is to be held back from the 
public, and that the long-considered unani- 
mous recommendations of this very represen- 
tative Committee are to find their final rest- 
ing place in a Government waste-paper basket. 
However, one must not be unduly precipitate 
and argue in advance of facts. Admittedly, 
the Minister has not yet fully studied the re- 
port, and has come only tentatively to the 
conclusion that publication and public dis- 
cussion are not desirable. I have no doubt 
that, when the Minister has given that 
attention to the report which its subject. 
matter deserves, he will have no difficulty in 
letting the public know the true state of 
public morals; and, in doing so, he will, 1 
feel, awaken the national conscience and 
create that public opinion which will ensure 
a ready passage for a bill (or bills), based on 
the Committee’s recommendations, through 
both Houses,—Yours, etc., “La.”

THE BOUNTY ON CATTLE. 

TO THE EINITUOR OF THF TRISH TIMES 

Sir,—It seems almost unfortunate that the 
new export bounties on cattle draw no distinc- 
tion between the different classes of stock, so 
that young stores, which ought to be kept in 
this country and finished off before export, 
seem to be able to command the same percent- 
age as fat beasts, which are legitimate forms 
of export in an agricultural country. These 
ought really to be sent away as dead meat. 
leaving the hides at least to pay a separate 
export. duty, so as to assist the old tanning 
industry of Ireland. 

In the meantime, although consumers may 
pay some proportion of import duties on the 
other side of the Channel, it seems fairly 
obvious that they will not contribute much 
on the export bounties paid here, so that these 
are only more straws on the back of the tax- 
payer and add to his load. While some future 
court of arbitration may at last be found 
which will satisfy all parties, it remains a 
possibility that any foreign tribunal may come 
within the old Statute of Premunire, which 
remains in force, and punishes with outlawry 
any attempts to invoke jurisdiction abroad 
on such pleas as can be heard by the courts 
at home.—Yours, etc.,

GRAND TOTAL OF TWELVE 
MILLIONS SOLD. 


In the Free State Exchequer returns 
published on Saturday for the first half of 
the financial year the receipts from Savings 
Certificates are given as £520,000, against 
£751,000 for the corresponding half of last

The Central Savings Committee, in an

INFLUENCE OF TRINITY 
MISSIONS. 


preached in aid of the Fukhien and 
Chota Nagpur missions at St. Patrick’s 
Cuthedral yesterday, at the Morning and 
Evening Services, in the presence of large 
congregations. The Archbishop of Dublin 
was present. 

At the Morning Service Dr. Luce said that 
this year was the second centenary of a 
famous Trinity College mission. Its seed 
time ended in 1752. He proposed to refer to 
that. older mission to the Far West before 
speaking of their present-day mission to the 
Far East. . 

The missionary was George Berkeley. after- 
wards Bishop of Cloyne, born at Thomas- 
town, on the banks of the silver Nore, and 
educated at Kilkenny and Trinity. Dr, Luce 
described Bishop Berkeley’s organisation of 
the mission and his perilous voyage to Rhode 
Island, and how his aim to establish a Trinity 
College mission had ended in apparent 
failure. But last year Rand of Harvard 
wrote: “ The inspiration and influence of 
Berkeley’s visit and efforts have been of en- 
during value in the life and thought of 
America.”’ 


BERKELEY’S INFLUENCE. 

Bishop Berkeley set out to build one Chris- 
tian college in the New World. God denied 
him that one college only to give him 
eventually a share in six—Harvard, Yale, 
Columbia University, the University ol 
Pennsylvania, the Berkeley Divinity School at 
Newhaven and California's University in the 
city. Six great seats of American learmng 
were e:ther deeply marked by his influence in 
their plastic days or bearing his name: 
‘Keep him in loyal remembrance. 

In the vear 2132 what would men say of 
the Trinity College missions? God grant, he 
prayed that they would speak of their day 
as they spoke now of Berkeley's. These 
missions already showed tokens of God s 
blessing. They had made visible progress 
in less than fifty years of storm and public 
change and stress. Perhaps, 200 years on- 
ward China’s millions, India’s millions might 
thank God through Christ for workers from 
Ireland, unknown to them, unnamed, who 
launched, staffed and supported the missions 
to Fukhien and Chota Nagpur. 


GIDEON’S THREE H UNDRED. 

In his evening sermon Dr. Luce said that 
the story of Gideon's 300 was a study in the 
rroblem of minority religions. Protestants 
were few in number, but ought to be all 
the more proud that God had called them 
for a special purpose. They ought not to be 
proud of themselves, nor self-reliant, nor 
superior. God chose minorities, not as 
better men nor more beloved. He chose 
whom He would. He loved the majority 
too. They too were His people, and He had 
purposes for them. But He came to him and 
to them, and said: ‘I want you for a special 
task. You must live your lives apart. There 
are truths and principles overlooked by 
others of great moment to humanity. You 
must be My witnesses.” 

Protestants in the Free State formed a 
seven per cent. minority. Political power 
had left them. Social prestige was a thing

‘’ THE FALL OF CONCHOBAR.” 


Last night the new Phenix Theatre 
opened its first season at the Mansion 
House with a play by Mr. Lyle Donaghy, 
“The fall of Conchobar.” The enterprise, 
as has been pointed out already by its pro 
moters, is designed to fill a gap in the Irish 
dramatic movement by presenting plays 
which deal mainly with legendary or historie 
themes, and in a sense to weld the arts 
together by making such things as music 
and dancing an integral part of the drama. 
In time, too, it is hoped that the company 
may help in encouraging the dramatic 
movement throughout Ireland by giving 
provincial companies an opportunity to 
present their plays in Dublin. 

“The Fall of Conchobar’’ takes us back 
to the heroic period of Irish history, but it 
seems a pity that the theme chosen shouid 
be one that has already been fully dealt with 
by modern Irish writers beth in drama and 
in prose. It is the story of Conchobar’s 
treachery; Deirdre and Naisi are recalled 
from Scotland; Fergus, who was sent to 
fetch them, is detained by a trick; the 
defenceless Naisi and his brothers are slain 
on their arrival at Emain Macha; and 
Deirdre kills herself sooner than fall into 
the hands of the lover from whom she fled 
so many years ago. 

In justice to Mr. Donaghy, however, it 
must be said that he deals with the subject 
from a fresh angle. As the title of the play 
suggests, he concerns himself more with the 
king than with Deirdre, he attempts to see 
the tragedy from Conchobar’s point of view. 
Thus Conchobar is regarded as being not 
altogether base; in fact, his decision to bring 
back the lovers from Scotland does not spring 
from any motive of revenge on Naisi; nor is it 
prompted by a desire to re-capture Deirdre 
for himself. Jt is only when he sees that 
Deirdre has lost none of her beauty that his 
passions lead him on to the crime. 

But in its treatment the play is weak, and 
the story, stirring in itself, does not hold the 
attention as it should do. The best parts are 
the descriptive or contemplative ones, where 
Mr. Donaghy’s rhythmical prose runs easily 
and pleasantly on. But the sense of impend- 
ing Fenelon (which should be there) does not 
get across the footlights, and there does not 
seem to be enough action, 

The best actor in the cast was Mr. Donaghy 
himself, who was quite at home on the tags: 
and who spoke his lines in the manner for 
which they called. He took the parts of both 
Conchobar and Naisi, which was rather a 
mistake. 

Miss Deirdre MacDonagh gave a very good 
performance as Deirdre, and her movements 
and gestures were entirely free from self- 
consciousness. Some of the other actors were 
a little ‘‘ wooden,” but all of them seemed 
to be word-perfect.

(the cow), and im due course we 
will emerge from our present troubles: with 
the main foundations of our agricultural 
wealth unimpaired,” was « statement made by 
Mr. Joseph Johnston, F.,T.C.D., in a lecture 
he delivered at the Town Hall, Wexford. 
The lecture was given under the auspices of 
the Tow, of Wexford Vocational Education 
Committee, and its title was, “ The Place of 
the Cattle Trade in the Economy of Great 
Britain and Ireland. ' 

In the course of his lecture, Mr, Johnston 
stated that cattle and milk products were im- 
portant not only in themselves, but because 
skim-milk, the chief by-product of dairy farm- 
ing, was, perhaps, the chief factor in the 
economic production of pigs, poultry and 
eggs, and abundance of skim-milk at all times 
of the year, and especially in winter, saved 
the necessity of buying expensive albumenoid 
meals. Accordingly, they were justified in 
counting the output not only of milk and 
milk products, but also of pigs, poultry and 

. eggs, as part and parcel of the wealth in- 
cidental to the cattle industry. 

Their agricultural economy was based 
directly and indirectly on the cow. Even 
tillage was carried on mainly with a view to 
producing food for livestock. Their national 
motte had been ‘“‘Speed the plough to feed 
the cow.” but unfortunately they had not 
Cone either to an adequate extent. 

There had been an almost revolutionary 
change in the form and direction of Irish 
agriculture since the "forties of the last cen- 
tury, and more especially since the ’seventies. 
There had been a decline in rural gr re 
and rural population, migration to the urban 
centres within the country, end, of course, 
emigration. In short, they gave up the 
unequal effort to compete with the new coun- 
tries of the world in the production of cereals 
for the world market, and devoted themselves 
more and more to the production of live- 
stotk products. There was nothing unique or 
abnormal in the present form of Trish agricul- 
tare, Other European countries had experi- 
enced the same evolution. The tendency to 
realise the value of tillage crops in the 
form of live-stock and live-stock produce had 
been increasing in Great Britain as in tho 
baorstat. 


INDUSTRIALISATION, 

Since the middle of the 19th century there 
had been going on a rapid industrialisation 
of many European countries. The workers’ 
standard of life had substantially risen, and 
an increasing proportion of the world’s earn- 
incs had been spent on meat, butter, eggs, 
etc, The agriculture of Europe had conse- 
quently adjusted itself more and more to 
provide those objects for which there was an 
expanding aemand. A League of Nations’ 
report estimated that in Europe, as a whole, 
between 1909-15 and 1921-25, the consumption 
of meat was maintained or increased, while 
in the case of cereals the declining consump- 
tion per head was not completely offset by the 
increase of population. T le consumption per 
heed of meat of all kinds in 1930 was virtu- 
ally the same in the United States of America. 
United Kingdom and Canada—1i50lb. The 
Saorstat was not a great meat-eating country 

the per capita consumption of beef, mutton 
and lamb im 1927 was 33lb., and of pig pro- 
ducts S0lb. On the other hand, the average 
person in the Saorstat in that vear consumed 
the equivalent of 129 gallons of milk, 
in the form of milk or butter as 
compared with 65 for Great Britain. The 
consumption of eggs per person in 1926-27 in 
the Saorstat was given as 240 (116 for Great 
Britain). 

In altering the direction of his agricultural 
activities, the Saorstat farmer had been re- 
acting to the all-persuasive influence of 
relative price changes. The agricultural de- 
pression hit cash crops before it hit the live- 
stock produce, and the latter before it hit 
the live-stock itself. Now it was the turn of 
the latter to be hit. There was evidence 
that the worker's standard of life in Britain 
was definitely declining. He could no Jonger 
afford home-killed beef in the same pro- 
portion as before, and was turning more and 
more to the chilled and frozen product from 
overseas. If the worker's standard of living 
continued to decline he would eventually 
have to revert, to a maitly wheat-eating or 
rve-eating standard, and there would be an 
end of their present agricultural economy, 
as also that of Denmark and many other 
countries In that case, if they had to 
export agricultural produce in order to ‘ive, 
it would have to be corn crops and potatoes, 
in competition with the mechanised large- 
scale agriculture of Canada, the Argentine 
and elsewhere. 


DENSITY OF TILLAGE. 

There was a widespread idea that the de- 
cline in tillage was the main cause of the 
decline in rural population and agricultural 
employment. The revival of tillage for the 
purpose of producing cash crops, if modern 
mechanised methods were used. would do 
more to depopulate the countryside than ever 
the bullock did. They might not hope to 
avert that by reverting to flails and sickles. 

There was, indeed, a relation between rural 

population and density of tillage, but it was 

not a simple relation between these two 
factors in isolation, but rather between 
rural population, tillage, and density 
of farm animals of al kinds. The 
counties densest in tillage were not 
the counties densest in rural population, 

Wexford, with 23.3 per cent. of its farm 

land ploughed. in 1926 had a rural population 

density of 130 per 1,000 acres, whereas 

Limerick had a rural population density of 

143 with only 48 per cent. ploughed. 

Limerick, however, had 18 cows per 

acres of crops and pasture, and Wexford had 

only six. If Limerick farmers practised winter 
dairying, and made the necessary increase in 
their tillage operations, rural population and 
employment would be still greater in that 
county, not merely Lecause ot the additional 
tillage, but because the proper care and feed- 
ing of milking animals in the winter time 
required a consideravle amount of labour. 

The population density oí Sligo (188) was 

greater than that of Louth (179), though 

Louth had 24.5 per cent. tilled and Sligo only 

8.9 per cent. The explanation in that case 

was partly that holdings wer smaller on the 

average in Sligo and Louth, but also that 

Sligo maintained ten milcl cows, whereas 

Louth had only six. 

Under normal national anc international 
conditions the easiest way to increase agri. "l- 
“tural production and employment would be 
to add to the intensity of their animal 
Husbandry, with more tillage as an incidental 
adjunct to it. Under present conditions the 
obvious thing to do was to go through al! 
their stock with a fine comb and weed out 
all cows that gave Jess than 400 gallons of 
milk annually, all cows suffering from bovine 
tuberculosis, no matter what their vield, sud 
all birds and animals o“ every species which 
showed no profit. ‘the remainder should be 
properly fed and housed, esrecially in the 
winter. 

The general conclusion was that they must 
dv nothing that impairéd the esséat al 
character of their husbandry, whethér thay 
produced for the export market or wére, for 
the time being, shut ‘n on tte home market. 
The cow was the :olid founcation of their 
egricultural economy.

B. J. Fox, barrister-at-law, Belfast 
(instructed by Mr. A, P. Orr, Dungannon), 
appeared for the accused man, who did not 
evince special interest in the proceedings, and 
once, when Mr, Fox was examining District- 
Inspector Anderson regarding the colour of 
the car, he smiled when Mr. Fox said: “ Was 
it a pie-bald colour ?”’ 

“The Crown case concluded at 6 o'clock, 
when Courtney was returned for trial to the 
next, Assizes for County Armagh. Mr. Fox 
said that the accused man pleaded ‘not 
guilty,” and reserved his defence. 

The first witness called was Professor J. $. 
Young, Queen’s University, Belfast He 
said that he made a yost-mortem examination 
of the body of Minnie Reid on 4th August 
last. Dr. George Dougan assisted him. 

Mr. Best—Could you suggest how long the 
body was dead prior to your examination ? 

Professor Young—In my examination I said 
three to five days, but that is not definite, 

What do you say is the cause of death ’— 
Hemorrhage, resulting from the wounding 
of the superficial veins and arteries of the 
neck. 

When the wound was {nflicted what 
Fea would you say the body was in ?— 

am of the opinion that the victim's throat 
was cut while she was lying on her back. 

Professor W. J. Wilson, Queen’s University, 
also gave evidence. 


TIME OF DEATH. 


Dr. George Dougan, Portadown, said that, 
in his opinion, death had occurred about six 
days prior to the órd August. He agreed 
entirely with Professor Young’s evidence, 
except as to the time of death. Witness also 
said that when examining the contents of the 
stomach he found gooseberries in it, and 
agreed with the Professor that from the time 
the gooseberries were eaten until death 
occurred the time did not exceed six hours. 

Answering Mr. Fox, witness said that he 
had no materials before him to form an 
opinion as to the time of death that were not 
before Professor Young, except that he saw 
the body in the surroundings in which it was 
found. '“ | do not say 1 am right, as | am 
only giving an opinion,” added the witness. 

Mr. Fox—Why do you say that? Because 
of the surroundings in which the body was 
found. 

Do you mean the position of the body on 
the ground or the Jaurel bushes? 1 mean 
the laurel bushes. 

Is it not remarkable, asked Mr. Fox, that 
you should say the sixth day! and witness 
replied: I had no information whatever to 
guide me, nor had | spoken to Professor 
Young.

““Is it not possible for the Government to 
set up immediately a committee to work out 
a scheme whereby the Ministry responsible 
for relief of distress (the Home Office) and 
local authorities would be enabled to set up 
emergency distributing centres in the areas 
which are on the border line of starvation? 

‘These centres could distribute food 
(cooked, if necessary) from the agricultural 
preducts which are now a glut on the markets 
and below pre-war prices 

“ Imagination, organisation, co-ordination, 
and, above all, the will to succeed in framing 
a werkable scheme, are necessary.” 

The Belfast Council of Social Welfare draws

THE LYTTON REPORT 


The report of the Lytton Commission 
on the relations between China and Japan, 
with special reference to Manchuria, was 
issued yesterday by the League of 
Nations, and the impression left by a first 
study of it is that it provides an admirable 
and exhaustive survey drawn up with the 
literary distinction which is traditional 
in the family of the chairman, and lays 
down a definite basis on which the in- 
terested countries are invited to negotiate 
a final settlement, remarks The Times 
editorially There should be no difh- 
culty about accepting its principles, but 
its conclusions are, unfortunately, some- 
what impaired by the lapse of time 
between the signature of the report and 
its receipt in Geneva. In this respect the 
Commission suffered under a double handi- 
cap. It was sent out late, and it returned 
before the in portant Act of Recognition 
of the new autonomous State of Manchu- 
kuo had been consummated by the 
Japanese Government. 

The report suggests a solution which 
might well have suited the conditions in 
Manchuria as they were found by the 
Commission. Full appreciation is given 
to the special interests'of Japan, political 
as well as economic ; allowance is made for 
the provocation she had to endure when 
engaged in activities warranted by treaty, 
and it is explicitly stated that a mere 
restoration of the status quo ante would be 
no solution. The recommendations which 
follow are drawn up, not with the legalised 
formality of an arbitrator, but with the 
wisdom of a friend of both China and 
Japan ; but the question nevertheless arises 
whether, in the circumstances of to-day, 
they are practically and immediately to be 
realised. The sovereignty and adminis- 
trative integrity of China are (according 
to the report) to be maintained, all armed 
forces other than gendarmerie are to be 
withdrawn, and temporary international 
co-operation is recommended in the in- 
ternal reconstruction of China. Our Tokyo 
Correspondent leaves, unfortunately, not 
the slightest doubt that. the poil 
Japanese Government will be altogether 
unwilling to accept these recommenda- 
tions.

MR. DE VALERA’S 
BROADCAST. 
RPGS: 

TESTS OF SUCCESS 

FAILURE. 


RESIDENT DE VALERA, in a 

broadcast address yesterday, inau- 
gurated the League of Nations short-wave 
wireless station at Geneva. 

He began by giving a short sketch of 
the objects of the League, and of the 
manifold activities of the Secretariat and 
te Internationa] Labour Office. Then he 
mentioned that the object of the League 
was to promote international co-operation 
ani to achieve international peace and 
security, and he went on to say that to 
many the most vital question facinz 
Europe and the world to-day was the 
question—‘‘ Could the League give life 
and reality to the principles of the 
Covenant; could thé League save itself 
by securing observance of those principles ; 
or would the League pass away becauce the 
principles of the Covenant ceased to com- 
mand respect among the nations ?’’ 


NOT AN ENEMY. 


Last Monday, he said, it was his 
privilege as President of ~'e Council of 
the League to address the opening session 
of the Assembly, and he went on—‘‘ I 
notice that in a certain section of the 
Press there has been a tendency to mis- 
represent my speech as a speech of an 
enemy of the League. I take the oppor- 
tunity which this broadcast talk gives me 
to correct that impression, and to say that 
I spoke not as an enemy of the League, 
but as one who wishes the League to be 
strengthened and developed, as the best 
visible means of securing peace among 
nations and of solving the major political 
and economic problems which face the 
world to-day. : 

“ I merely brought to Geneva criticisms 
of the League which I knew were current 
in my country and in other countries, 
and I brought them because I believe the 
League could not ignore them and live.’’ 


DISARMAMENT. 


Continuing, he said that he believed 
that many of these criticisms were unjust, 
and could be answered by pointing to the 
record of the League’s achievements. 
There were other criticisms, however, 
which w6re nct so easily answered, and 
had not yet been answered. Chief of these 
was that the League had so far failed to 
accomplish one of the principal tasks 
which it was set up to perform—namely, 
to secure a substantial measure of reduc- 
tion in national armaments. If the League 
was efiective, why had not its State 
members disarmed? Why continue to 
impose a burden of armaments on people 
struggling against economic depression? 
If the difficulties in the way of disarma- 
ment were such that the States had no 
guarantee against .aggression, could the 
League give them no satisfactory guaran- 
tee? Had the nations that constitute the 
League failed towards each other, and 
were they really arming against each 
other ? 


THE CRUCIAL TEST. 


These were the elementary questions 
that constituted the crucial test of the 
League. The action, or inaction, of the 
League provided the answer. One thing 
was certain—if the nations refused to make 
substantial reductions in their armaments, 
the League would be discredited. 

The League, he added, must stand or fall 
on disarmament. It cannot stand still. 
It. must go forward or disappear. No 
thinking person is ignorant of the difficul- 
ties in the way, but when these difficulties 
are given as an excuse, we should re- 
member that it was the knowledge that 
|} such difficulties existed that made so 
many contemptuous of the idea of the 
League when President Wilson first 
advocated it, and which held so many 
aloof from seriously supporting the 
League when it was founded. 
Those who believe in the League must 
not shirk its difficulties, and those who 
desire peace in the world will welcome 
any broadening of the basis of the 
League and any strengthening of its 
sanctions which may be found necessary 
to bring the problem of disarmament 
nearer to solution. The circumstances of 
its birth have caused the League to be 
suspect from the day it was founded, and 
many thought it bore the appearance of a 
device for the continuance of the coalition 
which won the war, and for effective 
domination of the world by that coalition. 
It looked as if the Great Powers meant 
to maintain a virtual dictatorship, whilst 
admitting in theory the principle of 
equality. 


— 


A NECESSITY. 


Continuing, he said that the League was 
as necessary for the world to-day as was 
humanity during the war. It was sought 
to be established that the rights of the 
weak might be not less sacred and securely 
guaranteed than the rights of the strong, 
and that justice might prevail, and that 
the lust of rcwer might be banished from 
the world finally. Why should this high 
ideal be abandoned now? That the 
League should have life was proof that it 
corresponded to a real human need, and 
served a valuable purpose. 

To-day the disarmament issue afforded 
an opportunity to win for the League the 
support which, so far, it had been unable 
to secure. Every friend of the League 
would endeavour to see that every oppor- 
tunity was utilised. 

“ Speaking for Ireland,” he concluded, 
“I am certain that once our people 
realise that the League is effective and 
able to accomplish the task for which it 
was founded, to guarantee justice and to 
provide effective protection against aggres- 
sion, they will give to the League a 
measure of support equal to that given by 
any other country.

RAILWAY — 
STOCKHOLDERS. 


AJOR H. H. P. DEASY sends us the 
following statement :— 

The following suggestions, which were 
submitted to the free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Great Southern 
Railways’ Stockholders’ Protection Asso- 
ciation on the 30th ult., embody only some 
of the principal powers which it is thought 
that the Transport Commissioners should 
have, and the wording of them should not 
be considered as being necessarily in the 
most suitable form. 
Three ‘Transport Commissioners, for 
whose actions the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce should be responsible, 
should be appointed at a very early date. 
They should advise the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce as to '— 
(a) The amounts to be paid for licences 
for the different classes of mechanically 
propelled road vehicles, after taking into 
account the estimated cost of maintaining 
the roads in suitable condition according 
to their classification, and 


in terms of miles per hour, for heavy 
mechanically propelled road vehicles. — 
There should be the right of appeal to 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
against decisions of the Transport Com- 
missioners, who should be empowered, 
inter alia, to:— 
(1) Determine all other matters con. 
cerning road traffic, which are not 
specifically mentioned in the Act 
authorising their appointment. 
Advise the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce on all matters affect- 
ing road traffic and the safety of the 
public on public highways. 
Determine the classification of 
mechanically propelled road vehicles 
and the conditions to be attached to 
licences to drive such vehicles, and 
to licences to use such vehicles for 
the purpose of carrying for profit 
merchandise not belonging to the 
owner of the vehicle and passengers. 
Note.—The licensees of mechanically 
propelled road vehicles carrying merchati- 
dise or live stock for profit should be 
common carriers, and they should not be 
afforded any preferential treatment pre- 
judicial to railways or canals. 
(4) Impose conditions for licences to 
use mechanically propelled . road 
vehicles for carrying for profit 
merchandise or live stock not 
belonging to the licensees and/or 
passengers, limiting the ordinary 
working hours for persons employed 
on these vehicles, and specifying the 
payment of wages at not less than 
the minimum rates agreed to by the 
owners and the employés concerned, 
or at least not less than the 
minimum rates determined by a 
tribunal authorised to fix such 
minimum rates of wages, 
Refuse to grant a licence to the 
owner of a mechanically propelled 
road vehicle that they consider to be 
unsuitable for use on a public high- 
way, ejther as to its mechanism, or, 
in the case of a vehicle proposed to 
be used for public services for pas- 
sengers, and/or live stock, as to the 
nature of the body on it. 
Refuse to grant a licence for a 
mechanically propelled road vehicle 
proposed to be used for public ser- 
vice or passengers, or for merchan- 
dise, on a route on which they con- 
sider there is sufficient provision 
for such services. 
Specify roads not to be used by 
certain types of mechanically pro- 
pelled road vehicles. 
Determine freights for parcels and 
heavy merchandise, and fares for 
passengers, to be charged by rail- 
ways and by owners of mechanically 
propelled road vehicles licensed for 
such purposes. 
Approve of time tables and routes 
for mechanically propelled road 
vehicles proposed to be used for 
carrying for profit merchandise 
and/or live stock not belonging to 
the owners of the vehicles, and pas- 
sengers.

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MR. LEMASS 
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HINT OF MOUNTJOY JAIL 
FOR OPPOSITION. 


' 
A FLAT refusal to the Labour Party s demand for nationalisation of the 


railways was given by Mr. Sean Lemass, the Free State Minister Íor 
Índustry and Commerce, in a speech at Mullingar yesterday, in which he 
announced the Government's intention, in the event of negotiations being 
started on the subject oí the land annuities, to bring in the guestion of the 
Free State s ability to pay, and also suggested the possibility oí the Govern- 
being “ unable to withstand the demand “' of public opinion that the 
Cumann. na nGaedheal leaders should be imprisoned. 


FREE STATE’S ABILITY TO PAY. 


On the subject of railway nationalisation, 
Mr. Lemass said—‘‘ Within the past fort- 
night there has appeared in the Press a 
number of resolutions criticising the 
Government because we have not decided 
to nationalise the railway systems of this 
country. The transport problem of the 
Free State is one of the biggest with which 
we are confronted, and it is not going to 
be easy to find a solution. Those people 
who think there is a rough-and-ready solu- 
tion for it may be fooling themselves, but 
they are fooling nobody else. 

“In the finding of a solution we shall 
need the co-operation and advice of all 
who know anything about it, and particu- 
larly we will need the co-operation and 
advice of those workers in the transport 
industries who know most about.it. It 
would be deplorable if any individual who 
might be able to advise us in getting a 
solution of the problem were prevented 
from doing so because of any academic 
discussion that might arise in regard to 
nationalisation. 

“ Whatever the merits or demerits of 
nationalisation, we are up avainst»the fact 
that a bill to get nationalisation could not 
be passed into law so long as the Senate 
remains as it is. Are we to wait for re- 
organisation of transport until the Senate 
has been reconstituted or abolished? 
That is not my view.’’ The Government, 
he added, were endeavouring to put them- 
selves in a position to submit to the Dail 
proposals affecting the railways and 
transport which would secure for them an 
opportunity of finding a way out of the 
present situation and maintaining. an 
effective service throughout the country. 


THE TARIFF WEAPON, 


Dealing with the land annuities, Mr. 
Lemass said that it was not possible for 
the Government to abandon their claim 
because of the results of the British tariffs. 
When the British Government decided to 
take action in that dispute which was 
never before taken in any international 
dispute, when it decided to invoke the 
tariff’ weapon in that non-trade dispute, 
the Government knew it was going to im- 
pose hardship on a number of their people 
and to dislocate to some extent their com- 
mercial activities. 

The ‘Government had contemplated 
before the possibility of the British taking 
such action, because during the past two 
years, when the question of the land 
annuities was being debated, they had 
men-like the Patrick Hogans, the Blythes 
and the McGilligans, who went out of 
their way to suggest to the British Govern- 
ment that they should take such action, 
and who told them that by taking such 
action they could prevent the Free State 
from asserting their rights. 

The economic life of their people had for 
-over one hundred years been influenced 
and shaped by the fact that they were 
dependent for prosperity upon the 
sale of a limited range of perish- 
able products in one market—the British. 
At any time, for any cause, the 
British Government could impose hard- 
ship upon the Irish people by stopping the 
British market. They did not take that 
action at any previous time in the history 
of relations between the two countries, 
but they took it in 1932. ; 

“ Despite the hardship, the dislocation 
of trade, the cost to the Free State 
Exchequer, which has met the position, Í 
say that it is, in the long run, a good 
thing that we have taken that action,” 
declared Mr. Lemass, “ becatse we have 
forced upon the minds of our people the. 
realisation that they can never be pros- 
perous, they can never be politically free, 
will another country, by economic action, 
can produce such ‘results in the Free 
State. If the idea was created and 
fostered in ihe minds of British statesmen 
that they could always get the better of 
the Irish people in a dispute and enforce 
their will upon the people of Ireland by 
adopting this tariff device, then the free- 
dom. we have attained would become a 
mere empty symbol and the Dail an in- 
sigrificant body, without dignity and 
without any reason for existing. 


. 


“A GIGANTIC BLUNDER.” 


“ When the British duties were imposed 
in July,” Mr. Lemass proceeded, “' I, for 
one, said to myself, ‘ The British Govern- 
ment have made < gigantic blunder and 
within a week or a fortnight they will 
realise it and will try to retrieve the posi- 
tion by taking off these duties.’ I think 
that such would have been the case were 
it not for the fact that, with the imposi- 
tion of the duties, there arose in the 
country a number of people who, by public 
speeches and by resolutions passed behind 
closed doors, deceived the British Govern- 
ment into thinking that by maintaining 
these duties they could force their will 
upon us. The economic war has. now 
lasted two months. I do not think it 
would have lasted half that time if these 
people had had the good sense to keep 
their mouths shut.” 


THE NEW BOUNTIES. 


Going on to refer to the new bounties 
on live-stock exports, Mr. Lemass re- 
marked that it might be said that, in pro- 
viding these bounties, the Government 
were, in effect, paying the: British cuties 
and gaining nothing. That was an entirely 
wrong idea. , 
“ Let it be understood,” he said, “ that 
the amount at issue between Great Britain 
and ourselves is not one sum of £5,000,000, 
but £5,000,000 per year, and if it costs us 
the whole of the £5,000,000 this year to 
enable us to tide over the change, that 
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indications that a settlement was 
likely to result. The Free State had 
nothing to surrender. They were stand- 
ing on the narrow margin of their rights, 
and they were not going back. 

‘* Even if we had no legal claim to these 
moneys, even if the late Government had 
succeeded, as they tried, in binding us 
over to pay the money over for all time,’’ 
he added, “ this issue must arise, because 
the ability of our people to pay must be 
taken into account.’’ 

Mr, Lemass referred to the relief which 
was given to Germany at Lausanne, 
despite the fact that Germany’s liabilities 
were the result of a solemn treaty, and 
added: “ Surely it is necessary for us to 
stand out for the retention of this money 
here in order to prevent economic disaster 
in Jreland.’’ 


MOUNTJOY JAIL. 


Another new development in recent 
weeks, he said, had been the manifesta- 
tion of a burning desire on the part of 
Messrs. Cosgrave, Mulcahy and others of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party to get 
into Mountjoy Jail. They had been hold- 
ing public, meetings demanding that the 
Government should: put them in jail, and 
Mr. Mulcahy had said that he was proud 
to be a traitor, and, if treachery deserved 
jail, let them put him there. 

‘* Did you think last year,” Mr. Lemass 
said, ‘‘ when these people were passing 
their Coercion Act through the Dail and 
threatening all sorts of penalties to their 
opponents, that in the space of twelve 
months they would be longing for an 
opportunity of spending some time them- 
selves at the public expense in a public 
prison? What will be the position this 
time next year when all the members of 
Cumann na nGaedheal may have so out- 
raged public opinion that the Government 
will be unable to withstand the demand 
that they should be put in jail?”

HUNDRED NEW FACTORIES. 


Speaking of the Governmep@® policy for 
industrial development, he&aid that there 
were one hurdred factories in the country 
which were not there six months ago; but 
that was only a beginning. They were 
working out the details now. They were 
getting things going, and he for one was 
quite satisfied that when in five years 
time they came before the people seeking 
a renewal of their mandate they would be 
able to point to a record of industrial 
development unequalled before in the 
history of the world. 

Replying to attacks upon the Govern- 
ment for increasing taxation after pledging 
itself to reduce taxation, Mr. Lemass said 
that when they estimated for a reduction 
of £2,000,000 in taxation, they did not 
think it would be possible for a Fianna 
Fail Minister for Finance to cut down ex- 
penditure by one stroke of the pen the day 
alter he was elected. ‘‘ You have to-day,”’ 


he remarked, ‘‘ the Press filled with 
denunciations of the Government from 
spokesmen of the Civil Service. We are

Mh. GEOGHEGAN. 


REPLY TO BRITISH TARIFFS. 
Mr. James Geoghegan, Free State 


Minister for Justice, said that in regard to 
negotiation or conference cn the annuities 
issue the Government had gone as far as 
any self-respecting Government would go. 
The only other course was surrender, and 
the people’s mandate did not authorise 
them to do that. It had been urged that 
the public support of another State in an 
inter-State quarrel was a grave matter, and 
that the Government ought to deal with 
it, but, for his part, he was too familiar 
with the speeches of defeatists in this 
country to bother about them. In the 
Sinn Fein days they had at least as large 
a section of the population shouting that 
they ought to surrender, and the struggle 
was much more acute then than now, yet 
Ireland did not give in. 

Referring to the tariffs against British 


goods, Mr. Geoghegan said that the 
Government had, in the course of their 
ordinary programme, put on ordinary 


tariffs, but by way of special tariffs, on 
coal and such commodities, they had im- 
posed no more than the equivalent of what 
the British had put on. 

‘When war is spoken of, we have not 
gone to war,” he declared. ‘‘ But there 
are Ways in which we could have gone to 
war. We could have prohibited their im- 
ports. We could have gone to war 
financially. We have manifested no spite 
against the British, We are ready to 
negotiate. But we will not surrender.’’ 

Claiming that the small farmers of the 
country generally were paying their land 
annuities, he said: ‘*‘ May I suggest to 
those who believe in the grazing and the 
ranching industry that they take heed of 
that? Let them not create evidence show- 
ing that while the small farmer is paying 
his annuity and his poor rates; the large 
rancher is not.

IT “WILL HELP US A LITTLE.”

Mr. Robert Craigie (of Messrs. Craigie | 


Brothers, Dublin), in an interview with an 
Irish Times’: representative, said :—* The: 
bounty will help us a little. It is very hard 
to forecast the effect yet, as a great deal will 
depend upon supplies. If there is a rush of 
stock to the market the effect of the whole 
thing will be nullified. Whether the benefit 
will be passed on to the farmer is another 
point to be considered. 

“There is also the question of the value of 
cattle sold to Jocal buyers. If the local 
butcher does not derive anv advantage from 
the scheme the farmer will not gain any- 
thing, because the local butcher’s price may 
be lower than the shipper’s. What this re- 
presents may be gleaned from the fact that 
from 700 to 800 cattle are sold to local 
butchers in the Dublin market every weex. 
Shippers can afford to give more money, to 
the extent of about 30s. per beast, and 
whether this will have the effect of com- 
pelling local victuallers to give higher prices 
to the farmer remains to be seen. It will 
take a little b.t of adjusting before things are 
settled. 

“The bounty ought to have the effect of 
causing a rise in the price of cattle sold to 
local butchers. So many cattle have been 
held back in the hope of better times that 
there is a danger that large numbers may be 
rushed in for sale and glut the market. After 
all, the English people can only use a certain 
number of onr cattle every week.’’ 

As regards the probable effect of the bounty 
on Ballinasloe Great October Fair next week, 
Mr. Craig.e expressed the opinion thet any 
cattle suitable for shipping would be helped 
a little, as buyers would attend in a te 
better humour than might be expected if no 
relief such as that afforded by the bounty 
were forthcoming. ' 

‘Mr. D. J. Cogan, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, declined to express 
any opinion on the subject. 


FAT CATTLE PROBLEM. 


Mr. James Ganly said that cattle prices 
had been kept where they were. for some time 
past owing to the unusually small run of 
cattle sent out. Otherwise they would have 
been lower, ‘“‘ Now,,” he said, “we are up 
against an abnormally big supply of fat 
cattle, and, in spite of the bounty, prices 
will probably fall below their present level 
when the rush of cattle comes on. 

* There are thousands of cattle in Ireland 
wh ch, in the ordinary way, would have been 
marketed before now. It will be noted that 
the 12} per cent. bounty will be given ‘on the 
declared value of cattle at Free State ports, 
whereas the 20 per cent. tariff in (rreat 
Britain is on the value of the cattle as they 
land, with all expenses added. 

“As regards store cattle, trade is only 
opening up now, and the bounty will be of 
great assistance there. To me, however, the 
adm nistration of the scheme brist'es with 
difficulties; but it is a move in the right 
direction, because it will remove part of the 
burden of the economic conflict from the 
shoulders of the live stock farmer, who has 
hitherto suffered very heavily. 

‘The amount of good-wiJl and good 
fellowship which we are losing is much more 
important than the 20 per cent. tariff, and 
if we go on much longer we will have nothing 
to argue about, because trade will be gon:. 
England w-ll continue to get our surplus beef 
and stores, because there is no other market 
in the world; but it will be at greatiy 
reduced prices. 


FALLING PRICES. 

“If prices come down after the bounty} 
comes into operation, it does not follow 
that the scheme is a failure, because 
were were anticipating a very bg drop in 
consequence of a rush oí  supplics, 
““'Phe trade has been artificially kept -‘ng 
so far, but when heavy supplies come cn 


grass hegins to fail. Already shopkeepers 
ure refusing to give more credit to farmers; 
wholesalers are pressing shopkeepers; and 
manufacturers are pressing wholesalers. . The 
circle is extending, and soon everybody in 
Dublin will know st.” ) 

A representative of Messrs. Gavin Low, 
Ltd., Dublin, believed that the scheme would 
undoubtedly provide a certain measure cf 
relief to stock farmers and feeders. It would 
enable those with heavy 
effect a partial clearance and buy others. 


MEATH FARMER’S VIEW. 


Mr. Andrew Brogan, Knightsbrook, Trim, 
member of the County Meath Committee of 
Agriculture, and cf the Executive of the 
County Meath Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ 
League, gave his personal views to our Trim 
Correspondent. e saill that the refund of 
half the British tariffs on cattle would un- 
doubtedly benefit the farmers, who, at fairs 
and markets, should demand and obtain from 
dealers an increase of 2s. 6d. for every £1 
of the present value of cattle. An animal 
now worth £16 should make £18 when the 
bounty becomes effective, if the benefit is to 
bs passed on to the farmer, for which pur- 
pose, he assumés, the bounty is being given. 

Continuing, Mr. Brogan said that at a 
recent meeting in Navan he proposed a reso- 
lution on those lines, but his resolution went 
further, in that it demanded a full refund 
of the tariffs, It was being stated that the 
taxpayer would have to pa; the bounty, but 
that, he stated, was incorrect, as he assumed 
that the land annuities ccllected from farmers 
would more than meet the total. of the 
bounty. The amount ‘ccllected and placed in 
the Suspense Account would not have to be 
paid to England, as Ergland was being paid 
the amount of the land annuities by the 20 
per cent. tariff on the value of Free State 
cattle at her ports, which was 25 per cent. 
of the value of stock in the Free State 
markets and fairs. 


“To keep trade normal,”’ he said, ‘‘ it. is 
necessary to refund the total tariffs collected 
by England to exporters, thus placing the 

ree State farmer on the sameleve!l as if no 
economic war existed, so far as the tariff 
applies to his stock.” 

Feasa who had sold stock since the 
ons of the economic war, he said, 
weré badly hit (and this applied particularly 
to Meath and the adjoining counties), but, 
perhaps, the Government would consider the 
advisability of making the scheme retrospec- 
tive, which would be only equitable. — 

Notwithstanding the action of the Govern- 
ment, he thought they should go the full 
way, and refund the entire _ tariff. As 
matters were, it meant, that the farmer would 
have to pay 124 per cent. tax on his cattle, 
and would receive so much less than the 
North of Ireland farmer. 

Mr. Brogan stated that he could not under- 
stand the exclusion of sheep from the benefit 
of the bounty, and he concluded by suggest- 
ing that farmers, on the bounty becoming 
operative, should not rush their stock to 
market and cause a slump.

DUTY-FREE LICENCES 
TO BE ISSUED. 


The Free State Minister for Finance has 
directed the Revenue Commissioners to 
issue licences in approved cases for the 
importation, free of the 20 per cent. 
emergency duty, of motor car parts. 
These licences will be issued on the 
recommendation of the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, to whom all 
applications for exemption from the duty 
must be made. 

It is understood thct the Minister will 
not consider applications for the exemp- 
tion of sparking plugs from the duty.

THE REV. DAVID SMITH, M.A., D.D. 


The death occurred in Belfast yesterday of 
the Rev. David Smith, M.A., D.D., Professor 
of New Testament Language, Literature and 
Theology in the Presbyterian College, Belfast. 
A native of Carluke, Lanark, he was in his 
66th year. After a distinguished career at 
Glasgow and the Free College, Glasgow, he 
travelled extensively in Germany and the Low 
Countries. In 1894 he was ordained Free 
Church minister of Tullilliam, being trans- 
ferred to the United Free*Chmrch at Blair- 
gowre in 1909. He became Professor of 
Theology at the McCrae Magee College, 
Londonderry, and in 1922 was appointed 
Bruce Lecturer in Glasgow United Free 
College. He lectured at Pittsburg and Chicago 
in 1912. Dr. Smith in 1922 took up the 
chair in Belfast, which he held till his death. 
He was the author of many authoritative 
works on theological subjects, and was 
known to many thousands by the column 
which he had contributed regularly to the 
“ British Weekly ’’ for a quarter of a century.

M" WILLIAM NORTON, leader of the 


Parliamentary Labour Party, speak- 

ing at Kilcullen, County Kildare, 
yesterday, said that the present economic 
dispute ought not to be a party matter. It 
should be a national fight, and every patriotic 
man and woman who wanted to see the nation 
win should line up behind the Government 
and support it until victory was secured. 

Dealing with the Government’s schemes to 
relieve unemployment Yin for relief 
works from the £2,000, Emergency Fund, 
Mr. Norton said a lot had been done, but 
the Government was not doing its full duty 
in providing work for men and women who 
were able and willing to work. Mr. Minch 
had been going around the Kildare consti- 
tuency telling people that the Labour Party 
had been advocating State Socialism, and that 
the Government was going .to.« establish 
industries and run them on Stata lines. He 
(Mr. Norton) would like to tell Mr, Minch 
that it did not matter to the workingman 
who established the factories so long as the 
people got work. If the Government estab- 
lished factories to-morrow with Government 
money and ran them as Government in- 
dustries he would help the Government to 
do it so long as the results meant more 
employment. 

The Labour Party was in agreement with 
the Government’s wheat plan, for it meant 
that if the farmer was to he given @ guaran- 
teed price for his products the labourer 
would feel more secure, and there would also 
be a strong case for demanding that a 
guaranteed wage should be paid by the 
tarmer.. The extension of the Government 
plan to assist wheat’ growing would mean 
more employment and there would then-be less 
use for the sheepdog on the. ranches,
